The state forestry department 
at 


Madison has a number of plans for 
protecting the headwaters of the Wis- 
consin and Chippewa river to conserve 
the steady flow of the water and to pro- 
tect the water powers from flood and 
against drought, and legislation along 
that line will be given careful attention 
by the present legislature.

Another bill introduced authorizes the 
state treasurer to refund to Portage 
county the sum of 879.42, which was 
paid by the county treasurer as an in- 
heritance tax through a misconstruc- 
tion of the law, and necessitates an act 
of the legislature to get it back.
